REPENTING OR TURNING YOUR LIFE AROUND 

There is certainly cause for wonder in the etymological 
and historical connection between repentance and 
penitentiaries. Penitentiaries (i.e., prisons) were at one time 
thought of as places of repentance, or at least penitence, 
where people went to atone for their sins and to turn their 
lives around. Nowadays we seem to have lost sight of the 
potential for prisons to be places where people can remake 
their lives and instead think of them more as warehouses 
for dangerous people. Perhaps we should go back to this 
original model of the penitentiary, and perhaps also we 
should think of repentance in our own lives as a way 
of turning things around. One problem that many of us 
have when considering whether to repent is that we can’t 
bring ourselves to give up our sinful ways, and imagine 
that repenting will somehow make us dreadfully boring 
or somehow less happy or fulfilled than we are now. But 
until we repent and turn around we won’t see the beauty 
of our new life with God. The sinner is always reluctant to 
give up his precious sins because he is enslaved in his old 
way of thinking, whereas repentance leads to a whole new 
way of thinking and being in the world, free from sin and 
truly at one with God. - Christopher Simon

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Brooksville United 
Methodist Church 
celebrates 151 years 

The Brooksville United 
Methodist Church started, as 
did most pioneer churches, 
under a tree in the open air. 
The services were led by 
circuit riders who visited on 
horse back, their visits were 
rare although lasted weeks at 
a time. Prior to the Civil War 
the parishioners secured $500 
worth of bricks to construct a 
building. When the war broke 
out the decision was made to 
postpone the building of a 
church and the bricks were 
loaned to neighboring St. 
James Catholic Church also 
under construction. In 1866 
following the conclusion of 
the war, a frame building was 
raised at the present location. 
The large timbers, hand 
hewn, can still be seen in the 
basement of the church. 

There have been several 
remodels undertaken over 
the years, including adding 
stained glass windows and 
education rooms and a 
basement kitchen. In April of 
1987, a violent thunderstorm 
in the area caused the ceiling 
in the sanctuary to fall, 
destroying 29 pews, light 
fixtures, hymnals, carpeting, 
etc. The windows and the 
pulpit furniture, circa 1913, 
were spared along with the 
organ and piano. 

Five members have 
entered the ministry from the 
BrooksvilleUnitedMethodist 
Church: Rev. Robert Lee, 
Rev. Martin McClure, Rev. 
Morris McClure, Rev. Henry 
Carl, and Rev. Kenneth Jett, 
Jr. 

The church has stood 151 
years and the congregation 
gives God the glory and 
praise. 

On Sunday, July 9, the 
BrooksvilleUnitedMethodist 
Church will celebrate its 
151 st anniversary. The 
day will start with Sunday 
School at 9:45, morning 
services at 10:45 followed 
by a fellowship meal. 
Special services will be 
held that afternoon at 3:00 
with the Bishop of the KY. 
Methodist Conference, Rev. 
Leonard Fairly, bringing the 
message. Special music and 
other guests will be included.

Misunderstood Creatures 

Possibly no other crea¬ 
tures are as mythologized 
— or as misunderstood — as 
sharks. Blockbuster thrillers 
and sensationalized media 
have fueled the belief that 
sharks are monsters: unthink¬ 
ing, bloodthirsty, vengeful 
and primitive. While they 
are ancient creatures, having 
emerged long before the first 
dinosaurs, after 400 million 
years the 500 or so known 
shark species have adapted 
to their ecological role. 

Sharks’ adaptations in¬ 
clude light, flexible skel¬ 
etons of cartilage, teeth re¬ 
placed without limit and skin 
covered by a hydrodynamic 
surface of tiny tooth-like 


structures. Their keen senses 
include one that detects elec¬ 
trical signals given off by 
prey and enables navigation 
by Earth’s magnetic field. 
Their nervous systems are 
also adapted to sense minis¬ 
cule water movements, such 
as the struggles of a far-off 
fish. 

An athlete of the shark 
world is the swift, stream¬ 
lined mako shark. The 
stamp image depicts a short- 
fin mako (Isurus oxyrinchus) 
knifing through the water 
near the surface. 

The most distinctive fea¬ 
ture of the pelagic thresher 
shark (Alopias pelagicus) is 
its unique, whip-like tail fin, 
seen trailing in the distance 
of the stamp image. 

The great white (Car- 
charodon carcharias) epito¬ 
mizes sharks in many peo¬ 
ples’ minds. 

The world’s largest fish 
is the sluggish, filter-feed¬ 
ing, school bus-sized whale 
shark (Rhincodon typus). 

The scalloped ham¬ 
merhead (Sphyma lewini), 
featured in the hammerhead 
shark stamp, is one of three 
large hammerhead species.

land within the City of Augusta which is owned partly 
or wholly by the same person or same entity responsible 
for the burning), no person or legal entity, or agent or 
employee thereof, shall cause any other burning of wood, 
leaves, bmsh, waste paper or other materials, at any time 
other than [-b efore] ■ after 6:00 p.m. until 12:01 a.m. the 
following day.

Take control of weeds 
in the vegetable garden

Home gardeners look 
forward to that first ripe to¬ 
mato or ear of com they pick 
from their carefully tended 
gardens. But after some vig¬ 
orous gardening on a hot, hu¬ 
mid day, you may wonder if 
it is all worth it. 

Weeds compete with 
crops for water, nutrients 
and sunlight. Some weeds, 
like quackgrass, can chemi¬ 
cally inhibit vegetable plant 
growth. Others host insect 
pests and disease pathogens. 
All of these result in fewer 
fresh vegetables for your 
table. 

There are some preven¬ 
tive practices that effectively 
combat weeds. Frequent 
hoeing or rototilling on a 
weekly basis helps eliminate 
weeds when they are small 
and easily removed. 

If you plant rows a little 
closer, vegetable crops pro¬ 
vide more shade and that 
also helps to reduce weed 
pressure. After you harvest 
a crop, plant another in its 
place to continue using the 
space. 

Mulching works very 
well in the home garden. 
Use organic material such 
as grass clippings, leaves 
or straw to eliminate weed 
growth and build up organic 
matter to make the soil more 
fertile and easier to work. 
Do not use grass clippings 
from a lawn that was treated 
recently with a herbicide. 
Treated clippings can cause 
vegetable plant twisting and 


can even kill some sensi¬ 
tive crops. Be careful about 
the kind of organic material 
you use. Hay can introduce 
a considerable load of weed 
seeds into your garden. 

Black plastic mulch is 
beneficial to certain veg¬ 
etables including tomatoes, 
eggplants, peppers and vine 
crops. In addition to shading 
out and eliminating weeds, 
plastic mulches conserve 
moisture and promote early 
crop growth by helping heat 
up the soil in spring. Land¬ 
scape fabric has the added 
advantage of being water 
permeable and can be used 
for multiple years; although 
it is more expensive than 
black plastic. 

Most importantly, do 
everything possible to keep 
garden weeds from going to 
seed. One red root pigweed 
plant can produce 100,000 
seeds that can continue to 
germinate over the next 15 to 
20 years.
